History  Highlights . 

It  was  near  the  mouth  of  Rosebud  Creek  at  Rosedale 
that  Peter  Pidler  discovered  coal  in  1793.  ’ 

Prank  Moody  opened  the  Rosedale  Mine  in  1912  and 
ferried  both  the  coal  and  supplies  aecross  the  Red 
Deer  River  until  a pile  bridge  was  placed  across 
the  river  in  1914.  This  pile  bridge  was  washed 
av;ay  and  replaced  by  the  present  rail  and  traffic 
bridge  in  1916. 

The  C.N.R.  reached  Rosedale  in  1912  and  the  C.P.R. 
arrived  In  1929.
